The tree* are not at all expensive 
to buy. ranging from SI for 1J to 15- 
Inch needling* to IS for larger plant* 
of fancy varieties. They may be 
pleated any time between the end of 
October and early April, although th* 
root* take hold a hit better when *et 
out in fall or apnng rather than In 
midwinter.

Concerning variety, mo*l folk* 
will want * tree capable of producing 
berries, which mean* choosing with 
Mm* care. Mo«t kinds of holly—not 
all—are dioeclou*. which means they 
come In male and female plants. Only 
the female trees can have berries and 
then only when a husky young mala 
- tre* la blossoming naarby.

I don't know of any way you can 
tell a male from a female tree until 
they reach blosMmlng agr. then th* 
difference in the flowers is quite dl* 
tlnct. It 1* possible to get berries on 
a female tree without benefit of male 
pollen by spray Ing the open hloesoma 
with a tomato-setting hormone chemi¬ 
cal such a* BloesomSet or Tomato- 
Fix 

This makes seedless berries which 
are. nevertheless, just as attractive 
as the naturally pollinated one*. To 
make sure of getting a female tre*. 


Insist on one vhlch has been grown 
from a cutting taken from a female 
holly Seedling* while excellent for 
hedges, are completely unpredictable 
as to sex and berrying capacity.

There are a few free berrying vari¬ 
eties which will perform quit* sail* 
factorlly even when planted alone, 
although they are more prolific when 
a tree of the opposite sex can be pro¬ 
vided. One of these Is Madame Brtot. 
a moat attractive kind with a bright 
golden margin around the edge of 
each leaf The tree grow* eventually 
to a height of 15 feet, with about th* 
Mims spread but can be restrained 
to a somewhat smaller six* by careful 
and persistent pruning. 

Even smaller than Mme. Brlot Is 
Golden King, about 10 feet In dla 
meter This Is a beautiful variegated 
variety', but not quite so free with 
its berries as Mme. Briot. If It Can he 
paired off with Silver Queen, though, 
a fin# crop of berrle* can be expected.
